Dear Sir:— 

I have ycnr letter of the 18th in- 
stant., in which you say a iiuestion as 
to the eligibility to the othce of Coun- 
ty School Suporlntendent of Adair 
County, In Case you were nominated 
and elected, is being raised on the 
grounds tliat your State Certifleateis 
insufficient because it is claimed that 
you took the examination in Casey 
County at a time when you woio not a 
resident of that County. 

1 understand from your letter that 
you were i>orn in Casey County and 
resided there until 1908, at which 
time you moved to Adair, where you 
resided until the 1st day of January, 
lyUi, when you then (Jan. Ist., I'tIG) 
bought a farm in Casey County, and 
it was then your expressed intention 
to reside thereon and make ttie same 
your legal domicile or place of res- 
idence, and did make same your home 
and residence That while you thus 
claimed and held the Casey county 
farm as your domicile, you took the 
examination iu that county for a 
State Certificate under the provisions 
of Section 4503. Kentucky Statutes. 
That afterwards in due course, the 
State Board of Education issued to 
you a State Certilicate which would 
entitle you to teach in the schools of 
the State for a period of sixteen years, 
unless such certilicate should not be 
renewed at ttie end of eiglit years be- 
cause of tlie fact that you migtit have 
failed to engage in active sctiool work 
for two sucoeoBive years, or because 
the local board might liave deemed 
you unworthy boeauae of ImnMality 
of ctiaracter. 

In addition to what yon say in your 
letter, I find thai State Superiuteud- 
eot, V. O. Gilbert, iu January, 1917, 
wrote you substantially as follows: 

"We have received the affidavit of 
Mr. Wesley, fixing his residence iu 
Casey County and are ordering his cer- 
tificate issued. This settles the ques- 
tion, as he has a riglit to lix his place 
of residence." 

I do not lind the allidavit referred 
to, as it appears to lutve t)een tiled 
with Mr. Pogue, ono of ilie inspect- 
ors, whoas papers aro not on file here. 

However, 1 ^'aiher from the records 
of Mr. Gilbert's otiice tliat your cer- 
tifloato was held up by the State 
Board of Education on complaint of 
outside parties that you were not a 
resident of Casey County, and after- 
wards by the State Board directed to 
be issued when you iiled the allidavit. 

It seems to me that that act of the 

State Hoard is conclusive in the mat- 
ter. They, after deliberating, were 
of the opinion that you were a resi- 
nent of i asey County and issued your 
Certilicate, and as Mr. Gilbert, the 
only person who, under the law, lias a 
rijjht to revoke this certilicate was a 
member of that Board and by his let 
ter referred to is on reoord as oonelud- 
in^ that you were legally antitlod to 
the certificate. 

So it appears to me from all the facts 
obtainable that you are the holder of 
a legal State Certificate which will 
not expire for sixteen years, except 
you should fail in liaving it renewed 
at the end of eight years from the 
date of issuance, and that, so far as 
the question of the validity of the 
certificate is concerned, you are eligi- 
ble to the otiice of County Superin- 
tendent of Adair Oounly. 

Trusting tnat th^ foregoing is suf- 
ticiently responsive to your queries, I

In order that the voters of Adair 
county may not be dooolved or misled 
by unkind insinuatlona of those who 
oppose my nomination, I have called 
on the Attorney General of Kentucky 
for an opinion as to my eligibility for 
the office of County Suparlntandant 
of Adair County. 

The same is published above in full 
and I trust will satisfy all who ara in- 
terested.

All of our hay plants are more 
digestible and generally the loss 
of leaves is less when the hay is 
made early rather than late. 
Red and alsike clovers make 
best hay when cut before many 
of the blossoms have begun to 
die. Timothy, red top and or- 
chard grass make best hay when 
cut in the bloom or early milk 
stage. Oats should be cut for 
hay when in the bloom or early 
milk stage. The yield will gen- 
erally be larger if the crop is 
allowed to approach maturity 

flMmdooely, bntthe digestibili- 
ty will be lowered so that there 
will be a loss rather than a gain 

by waiting. 
The guide for determing when 

alf ala will do to cut is the growth 
of dew shoots at the base of the 
next crop, and when they ap- 
pear it is time to make hay. At 
that stage the alfalfa may 
not be in Uooai. fiarly in the 
season U>ere may be every little 
if any bloom, while later thwe 
may be a great deal. 

The process of hay-making is 
merely the matter of cutting the 
grass or clover, getting the mois- 
ture out of it so that it will keep 
when bulked, and storing where 
it is protected from the weather 
This proeess should bedmie ya 
eennoiBleally as iMfaetical and so 
aato ioaeaa little of the plants 
by diattiriBg as possible and to 
maintain the digestibility palata- 
bility of the hay. Study, close 
attention and some experience 
are necessary to achieve success. 

Already the proper stage for 
cutting hay has been suggested, 
and it would be worth much to 
many farmers if this lesson was 
learned. A great deal of hay is 
allowed to get too ripe. Other 
things to avoid are excessive 
diattering of leavea, sonboming 
of the hay, danwaging firom rain 
and nwnlding after otocing.— 
flootfaem AgrienUnrist.
